Ballot Propositions 16, 17 and 18 Form 
A Strange Trio of Discordant Ideas 


While many important ballot propositions — those calling for 
financing of the needs of a growing state, emergency organiza- 
. tions for the legislature in case of atomic attack, and so forth — 
go by almost unnoticed, the public is getting an earful of advice 
on three measures any one of which, if passed, could certainly 


change the social character of California. 

The changes, we think, would not be for the better. 
why we think so: 
Proposition 16 

Vote No! This proposition to reimpose property taxes on 
church-operated schools is a ‘bigoted, ‘short-sighted slap at 
religion — aimed primarily at one particular creed but effective 
against many. 

Church schools of several denominations throughout Cali- 
fornia do a sound educational job on their own; not only that, 
they provide the public schools with a competition which goes 
a long way toward keeping the latter from heading toward the 
mediocrity which an unchallenged, bureaucatically and politically- 
run agency could sink to. 

The parents of the pupils who attend church-operated schools 
pay taxes to support the public schools, and in addition provide 
money for the parochial schools. To further tax them by levying 
against parochial school property would be to impose an unfair 
additional burden on them. 

California would be the only state to do so.

Their education would cost the taxpayers some $118,000,000 a 
year, if proponents of Proposition 16 are successful in their 
apparent long-range aim of getting the parochial schools closed. ;

The idea that the sales tax is “regressive” is a holdover 
from the days of Henry George and other tax theoreticians, 
and a viewpoint which ought to be abandoned. 

The state has exempted food from its sales tax levies: this is 
because food is recognized as a necessity, and it’s also recognized | 
that a low-income family spends proportionately more of its in- 
come on it, than does a high income family. |

The transaction developed in top 
secret brackets for several weeks. 
Supervisor William W. Werder, 
the former Card 440 star, was told 
that the land could be acquired as 
a park and the wheels started turn- 
ing.
